Claims 3 and 14 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: in claim 3, the word "either" should be deleted 
since the claim only refers to one claim. In claim 14, 
"triazyl" should be -triazinyl-. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 16 refers to and R^ . However, none of these 
variables are mentioned in claim 14 on which it is dependent. 

To overcome this rejection, claim 16 should be made 
dependent on claim 15.

5359042) or Nusser (WO 98/20077), cited by applicants. 

The references disclose the claimed compound of the Formula 
(1) where Q is phenyl which is substituted by SO3H; Y is SO3H, m 
in 0; n is 1 and q is 1. Note Compound 11 in column 25 of De 
Montmollin et al . / Examples 1 to 3 and Tables 1, 2 and 3 of 
Jager; Examples 1 to 44 of Jager et al . ; and Examples 1 to 13 of 
Nusser. Also disclosed is the claimed compositions and 
substrates . 

Claims 1 to 6 and 17 to 21 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gregory et al . (US 
5759247), cited by applicants. 

The reference discloses the claimed compound of the Formula 
(1) where Q is phenyl which is substituted by SO3H; Y is SO3H, m 
in 0; n is 1 and q is 1. Note Examples 8 to 14. The reference 
also discloses the claimed compositions, substrate, process for 
forming an image and ink- jet printer cartridge. 
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Claims 7 to 13 and 15 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
No claim is allowed.
